The m atter was discussed at considerable length a t the m ost re ce nt 
m eeting of the trustees of the library. 
Miss Jeannette M cFadden, librarian, referred to figures show ing 
that the w ork of the library has increased year by year. 
Circulation 
of books in the past year advanced in greater proportion than in any 
previous year of the library’s history. 
"W e should have more room for books.” said Miss M cFadden, in 
reciting som e of the m akeshifts th a t the library force has had to use 
in arranging the volumes in the library’s possession. 
“The library was constructed more than tw enty years ago,” said 
Dr. C. D. Ball, who has been president of the library hoard for a fifth 
of a century, “when the city’s population was not more than a quarter 
of w hat it is today. 
The city has grown to be a city of fully or nearly 
20,000, and yet we are conducting our library business in the sam e 
building and practically with the sam e num ber of employes that we had 
twenty years ago. 
“We cannot go on as we have been going. 
W e m ust m ake our 
library m easure up to the city’s demands. 
Miss M cFadden and her 
assistants are doing a rem arkable work under the conditions existing 
today, but it takes m ore than a librarian and her assistants to m ake a 
library. 
There m ust be room for doing the work of the library, room 
for patrons to select th eir hooks, room for the books to be properly 
arranged. 
We haven’t th at room today. 
“The trustees of the library discussed the feasibility of building 
on to the w est side of the library, extending the basem ent and first 
floor w estw ard to the property line. 
We have no estim ates for the 
work, but certainly it would cost from $12,000 to 
$20,000. 
It m ay be 
better, however, to build in a larger way at this time.

A country’s economic condition is fairly well re­ 
flected in its national credit. The credit of the United 
States has become the standard of the world. 
This is 
the real barometer for financial 
forecasting, and 
should be a factor in determining any man’s attitude 
toward the business conditions in America today. 
We are inclined to forget all our country has met 
and successfully overcome. 
Washington undertook 
the rehabilitation of a nation ravaged by war, whose 
bonds had been selling at 25 cents on the dollar. Five 
years later they were selling at par. 
It was the relief 
of the prevailing economic distress of the time that 
Washington regarded as his first duty in assuming the 
presidency. 
His words are worth recalling. He wrote 
to LaFayette: 


“ My endeavors shall be unremittingly exerted, 
even at the hazard of former fame, or present popu­ 
larity, to extricate my country from the embarrass­ 
ments in which it is entangled through want of credit; 
and to establish a general system of policy, which if 
pursued will insure permanent felicity to the Common­ 
wealth. 
I think I see a path clear and direct as a 
ray of light, which leads to the attainment of that ob­ 
ject. 
Nothing but harmony, honesty, industry and 
frugality, are necessary to make us a great and happy 
people. 
Happily the present posture of affairs, and 
the prevailing disposition of my countrymen, promise 
to co-operate in establishing those four great and es­ 
sential pillars of public felicity.’* 


The application of Washington’s formula by per­ 
severing people will overcome difficulties that to the 
pessimist and those easily discouraged seem stupen­ 
dous. 
Harmony, honesty, industry, frugality— these 
four oarsmen pulling together can carry any man’s 
boat through choppy seas and against adverse cur­ 
rents.

It is said that President Harding is considering the 
appointment of a woman delegate to serve at the 
coming conference on disarmament. 
Such a choice 
would be appropriate and wise.

ORIENTAL OUTLOOK BETTER 


The trade slump that has throttled the Orient ever 
since the end of the war is coming to a close. Slowly, 
yet positively, a reaction is beginning and it now ap­ 
pears that before the end of the present year, the 
business and financial improvements as effecting the 
entire Far East, will be manifest in increased orders 
and a gradual betterment in the tonnage problem of 
the ships operating across the Pacific.

THE TRUTH FROM RUSSIA 


The return of the American prisoners in Russia to 
! freedom and the custody of friendly hands will mean 
more than their personal relief, important as that is. 
It will mean an opportunity for the world to hear 
unquestionable truths about conditions in Russia, 
V’stbs which should prove valuable in shaping poli­ 
cies for the handling of the entire Russian question. 


Lenine and Trotzky may try to pose in the matter, 


before the Russian people and the world at large, but 
the door is open, and from now on truth will come 
out of Russia and pour back into it, in spite of every 
effort to prevent. 
The French have suggested that the Soviet gov­ 


ernment is responsible for all the terrible Russian 
conditions now existing, and that it is idle for aid to 
be given without some sort of guarantee that a more 
practical government will be established to prevent a 
recurrence of the same situation. 
Those who are 


just returning from long and painful experience with 
the present powers should be able to give some idea 
as to what form of government would be most stable 
and most acceptable to the majority of the Russian 
people. 


Kit Carson, carving his name on the trunk of a 
perishable tree on the summit ridge of the Sierra, 
did not dream that this simple monument would be 
transformed into imperishable bronze to mark for­ 
ever the spot where he first looked down the western 
slope of California. 
It has been done. 
The tree is 
long since gone, but the section on which Carson cut 
his name in 1844 still exists, carefully preserved. It 
has been reproduced in bronze, and today the Native 
Sons of the Golden West will place and dedicate it 
on the original spot as California’s monument to the 
great frontiersman of the west. 
The spirit of Kit Carson should be gratified by 
this act of remembrance. 
Modest man that he was, 
he yet possessed a proper pride in himself and his 
powers. He wished men to know that he had led (he 
way to that pass in the Sierra and there had stood 
first of all white men. And out of this pride and de­ 
sire he set his name there in bold letters for all later 
comers to read. 
As we have said, it was a proper pride. His was 
not the petty conceit that leads Tom, Dick and Harry 
to notify their insignificant names to the world on 
natural objects. He had done something noteworthy 
and his earven name was a record of achievement in 
the exploration of the west. 
It was rare, too, that 
Kit Carson’s modesty ever permitted him to post his 
feats. To perform his tasks was enough for him, to 
press-agent them was beyond his slender egotism. In 
this, Carson was considerably different from the 
Fremont whom he led to this pass and whom he, and 
other frontiersmen like him, were leading through 
the west to fame and glory as the Pathfinder. 
This once only, so far as we know, Kit Carson per­ 
mitted himself a public notification of a great deed 
done. Ac-d only in this simple way. The nine letters J 
of the name and the four figures of the date are th e i 
only advertisement he left of his passage through 
California in the exploration of the west and it may | 
be that this is the only mark he left in the whole 
west 
So it is fitting that this simple and modest I 
record should be perpetuated. 
We have few such in California, though mdny I 
great explorers came here. 
Sir Francis Drake’s ! 
cross, the crosses set up by Vizcaino at Monterery 
and by Cortes' lieutenants on the Colorado river, per-; 
ished long before any following white men came. Of ' 
Cabrillo, Portola, Vancouver, Kotzebue—-not a trace. 
Kotzebue we can spare, we have nothing for him but 
a bone to pick. He let the botanist of his expedition, 
Adalbert von Chamisso, saddle our innocent golden 
poppy with that horrible name, “eschscholtzia.” 
¿ e t, in a way, we are not without graven records 
of many, though humbler, explorers. The worn rocks 
in the emigrant trails, cut down by the heavy wheels 
of the pioneer wagons, stand as monuments to the 1 
spirit of the men and women who toiled across the 
plains and the ranges to begin the making of Cali­ 
fornia. 
Nor do the mountain trees lack records of 
other scouts than Kit Carson, explorers of whom we 
do not even know the names, and whose sign man­ 
uals tell us nothing of personality but only much of 
perseverance and fidelity. 
The pathfinders of the 
high mountains of California were the Basque shep­ 
herds. 
With an aptitude and skill born of the cen­ 
turies their race has dwelt in the Pyrenees these 
mountaineers worked their flocks through the Sierra. 
No gorge was too wild, no pass too craggy, no cliff- 
guarded glen too inaccessible for them if it was the 
way to a patch of grass. 
They covered it all. And 
they left their records of achievement. It is probable 
that few could write their names, so these are rarely 
seen. But every man had a particular sign, a totem 
or heraldic device. You find them still in the wildest 
and most impossible places, carved in the smooth 
bark of a tamarack pine or an aspen—a dagger, a 
cap, a human hand or leg, or some conventionalized 
design of meaning lost in Pyrenean antiquity. 
These men, too, should not be without honor, 
though nameless, for they were among the most in­ 
domitable of explorers.

There is a great deal of misun­ 
derstanding

our feet.

treat them outrageously, as fashion 
may dictate. As a result, about one- 
third of the population is splayfoot­ 
ed, another third walks like a hen 
on hot cinders, and the remaining 
third may be said to walk fairly 
naturally. 
The foot has a graceful arch run­ 
ning fore and aft. 
We take this 
longitudinal arch, turn the toes out­ 
ward so that the heels meet at an 
angle of 45 degrees, and then put all 
our pressure 
in 
askew 
direction 
across the arch. 
No railway engi­ 
neer would dream of building 
a 
straight arch bridge to carry loads 
neither across nor along the arch 
but irregularly askew over iL 
We ought to walk with our great 
toe pointed straight in the direction 
of progress as Indian runners do, 
and “spring from the great toe.” In­ 
stead, most of us “take off” in a 
lumbering sort of way from the ball 
of the great toe. 
The arch of the foot is supported 
largely by the tendon which runs 
under the foot to the great toe it­ 
self, and this neglect of us renders 
this teudon weak 
and 
lax, 
and 
causes depression of the arch. The 
best care for weak arch is the prac­ 
tice of raising one’s self upon the 
great toe, that is, doing as a penalty 
exercise what you should have done 
all along naturally. 
If you will try 
when walking to 
keep 
the 
feet 
straight, and to end each stride with 
a little “spring” of each big toe al­ 
ternately, you will be rewarded by 
finding that progress seems easier, 
quicker, and more buoj^Lnt.—Lon­ 
don Daily News,

Daddy Bear and Billy looked 
all around, but they couldn’t see any­

might have 
heaped up 
those piles of dirt. 
Now I am going to tell you about 
the little 
animal that 
dug these 
holes and made those mounds May­ 
be you wjll think this was another 
Prairie-dog Town. But it was differ­ 
ent from that. 
The animal I am going to describe 
is the Mole-Gopher. He is different 
from Slicker the Mole, about whom 
we will earn some time again. The 
Mole-Gopher is sometimes called the 
Upheaver, and I will tell you why. 
In some of the prairie regions you 
can see piles of soft earth maybe 
twenty or more close together. These 
represent so many holes dug by the 
Mole-Gopher, and this dirt was taken 
out of the holes. 
The Mole-Gopher is about the size 
of a rat, but has a short tail and 
large forepaws and claws. While it 
is closely related to the Prairie-dog, 
it spends 
most of its 
life under­ 
ground. The common mole is a Dug- 
eater. 
But 
the Mole-Gopher 
has 
sharp teeth that enable it to cut and 
eat roots and other things that grow 
in the ground. 
If you will examine the mound of 
earth thrown 
up you 
will see it 
would fill a large market basket. 
Then count the number of mounds in 
that locality. These have probably 
all been thrown up by two Mole- 
Gophers, for they work in teams. If 
you look closely, you may see many 
other mounds that have been flat­ 
tened out by the weather, perhaps 
years ago. 
Now add all these mounds together 
and you will see how much work is 
being done by this one pair. No won­ 
der that the Indians have named him 
the Upheaver. If yon could only get 
the Mole-Gophers to work just where 
you wanted them to they could dig 
your cistern or the basement for 
your house. 
These creatues are very hard to 
catch- They do not venture far from 
their holes. When they think dan­ 
ger is near they drop into their holes 
and sit very still till they think 
it is safe to stick their noses out 
again. They seem to be very happy 
creatnres, even though they do have 
their homes in the dark.
